Encyclopedias 
and Diagrams are very good things in their way; but wherever it is 
possible, there is nothing like seeing with our own eyes and hearing 
with our own ears. Few persons will dispute Sterne’s claims to the 
character of a wit, (a word, by the way, which once meant wisdom) ;

| stand even the mechanism of his mother’s spinning wheel; aud, to tell 
you a seerct, | frequently find myself in much the saine predicament.
